As passed and printed it con- 
tains three hundred fifty-six sec- 
tions and eighty-four pages of the 
public acts, 

The bill was not introduced ‘un- 
til late in the session because of 
the time consumed in making such 
changes in the original draft. With 
the limited time remaining in the 
session it was impossible for the 
legislature to give that same care: 
ful consideration to numerous pro- 
visions of the bill that is normally 
given to bills. Instead, the mem- 
bers accepted the bill upon the as- 
surance of. the-sponsor, Robert M. 
Montgomery, speaker pro tem of 
the House, that. the bill merely 
codified the present law: without 
makir eh ierein, 

However as is the case with any 
codification, certain changes were 
effected. Recently even Repre- 
sentative Montgomery has been 
quoted as criticizing certain re- 
quirements of the act. 

Among the provisions of the law 
-whieh- were changed in some_re- 
spects are as follows: 

Motor Scooters and Bicycles 
.Motor scooters and - bicycles 
with motors attached must now be 
titled and licensed as motor. ve- 
hicles. This will not, however, 
be enforced until March 1, 1950 
when 1950 licenses will be reauir- 
ed. Tags for 1949 licenses are 
unavailable. Specific regulations 
governing the operation of bi- 
cyeles on the public highway were 
written into the law. These are 
largely in accordunvce-with-ferm 
requirements of the common law 
but had not'been previously writ- 
ten into any state statute. It,now 
becomes a mindemeaonr for the 
parents or guardian of any child 
to authorize or knowingly permit 
the child to violate these provi- 
sions. These prohibit more than 
one person riding on a bicycle or 
motor scooter unless it is equip- 
ped to carry more. It also pro- 
hibits persons riding a bicycle or 
even on a sled or roller skates to 
hang onto an automobile being 
driven on a highway. It prohibits 
the carrying of packages on a bi- 
cycle if this prevents the driver 
from keeping: beth hands on the 
handlebar. It requires the equip- 
ping of a bicycle operated on the 
highway at night with a lamp
